It is an ironic tu rn of fate that 
Foster nev er saw the riv er that 
he was to immortalize in his 
hau nting song, bu t ev en more 
bitter and ironic is the fact that 
he receiv ed only a few dollars 
for this melody that was to 
sweep the world and which to 
this day is sy mbolic of American 
sentiment. He did a little better 
with his “Old Folks at Home,” 
althou gh when it first came ou t 
it was accredited to E. P. Christy , 
of Christy ’s Minstrels, and he 
stood a good chance of losing the 
$1,6 47.46 in roy alties that he was 
to receiv e ov er a six -y ear period. 
Ov er a six -y ear period! It is, 
of cou rse, a sad and u nfair bu si­ 
ness to compare the roy alties of 
the great masters of the past 
with the mediocre artists that 
stand ou t in the limelight today . 
The two men who composed tlie 
song “The Mu sic Goes ’Rou nd 
and ’Rou nd” receiv ed a fabu lou s 
su m in roy alties, created a melo­ 
dy that drov e people to distrac­ 
tion, and at best will be remem­ 
bered for the little ripple of 
amu sement it created among the 
fu nsters and pu nsters. 
Bu t perhaps it is better this 
way . The y ou ng folks in Tin 
Pan Alley are su ited only for 
that kind of work. They grind 
ou t the melodies for those who 
wish to dance or grow senti­ 
m ental in the waning hou rs of a 
party . Stephen Foster cou ld no 
more fit into this pictu re than 
he cou ld lead a jazz band and 
moo plaintiv ely throu gh a meg­ 
aphone. It is enou gh that he 
gav e to the world some of the 
songs that nev er will die.

Pa rlia ment Members Decide 
to Ev a cua te 3 0 0 ,0 0 0 Wo m­ 
en a nd Children. 


Connersv ille, Ind., April 29 (JP) 
—Approx imately 1,400 riv al u n­ 
ionists tru dged back to work at 
the Rex M anu factu ring Com­ 
pany plant here today following 
a settlem ent of a 30-hou r dis­ 
pu te. 
Joking and lau ghing, they took 
u p their tools in distinct con­ 
trast to attitu des display ed Tu es­ 
day night, when at least three 
men su ffered inju ries requ iring 
medical treatm ent in hand-to- 
hand battling. 
Thomas Hu tson, state labor 
commissioner, said differences 
between the company , the Unit­ 
ed 
Au tomobile 
Workers 
of 
America and the Cabinet and 
Refrigerator 
Workers 
Protec­ 
tiv e Association had been ironed 
ou t. 
He annou nced the agreement 
prov ided: 
1. That the company wou ld 
not discriminate against either 
faction. 
2. That the UAWA wou ld not 
file charges against the com­ 
pany with the National Labor 
Relations Board. 
3. That all differences be­ 
tween the two u nions wou ld 
cease. 
The UAWA called a strike at 
the plant late Tu esday , alleging 
the firm had discriminated and 
failed to confer with a griev ance 
committee. 
The Cabinet and Refrigerator 
Workers refu sed 
to join the 
strike, and approx imately 6 00 
men remained in the plant. 
UAWA 
picket 
lines 
formed 
qu ickly , and the fighting flared 
u p when the pickets prev ented 
the night shift from going to 
work. Cracked heads, black ey es 
and bloody noses were nu m er­ 
ou s. 
The Rex company , which m an­ 
u factu res electric refrigerators 
and 
au tomobile 
trailers, 
was 
closed in March by a fou r-day 
sit-down strike. Work was re­ 
su med after the firm recognized 
the UAWA as the bargaining 
agehcy for members of that u n­ 
ion, established a standard work 
week and granted pay increases. 
Non-partisan 
observ ers 
said 
today the u nions hav e similar 
strength at the Rex plant.

GELERRATED AGTOR 


EXPIRES IN SLEEP 


Hartford, Conn., April 29 (¿P) 
— William Gillette, celebrated 
both as an actor and a dram ­ 
atist, died in his sleep today at 
a Hartford hospital at the age of 
81. 
And with him, for cou ntless 
theater-goers, died also the mas­ 
ter detectiv e Sherlock Holmes. 
For while A. Conan Doy le cre­ 
ated the immortal Holmes of 
Baker street, it was William Gil­ 
lette who made him liv e on the 
American stage. 
Gillette wrote the dram a that 
was to become one of the most 
su bstantial 
long-time 
starring 
v ehicles of his life. 
Actor-dram atist Gillette ap­ 
peared in scores of produ ctions, 
created 
many 
u nforgettable 
roles and fou nd greatest su ccess 
in play s of his own writing. 
Gillette made his first appear­ 
ance on any stage in a play 
called “The Gilded Age,” in Bos­ 
ton in 1875. He made his last 
in the winter of 19 35-36 , when 
he came ou t of his Connecticu t 
retreat to play in a rev iv al of 
“Three Wise Fools” in New York 
and other eastern cities. 
He was acclaimed by theater 
au diences.

Washington, April 29 (JP)—Two 
prominent members of congress 
predicted today the gov ernment’s 
deficit for 19 38 wou ld be more 
than $418,000,000 mentioned by 
President Poosev elt. 
Rep. Betrand Snell of New 
York, the hou se Repu blican lead­ 
er, declared there was a strong 
possibility the gov ernment wou ld 
go “in the red” abou t two billion 
dollars u nless the administration 
changes its entire spending pol­ 
icy . 
Senator Harry F. By rd (D-Va), 
chairm an of a committeee stu dy ­ 
ing gov ernment reorganization, 
said nex t y ear’s deficit wou ld ap­ 
proach $500,000,000 with ex pend­ 
itu res $102,000,000 greater than 
this y ear. 
His figu res, he said, were based 
on the president’s message of 
last week. 
Snell said the president’s esti­ 
mate does not take into accou nt 
the ex tra ex penditu res congress 
alway s approv es.

asked the New Yorker, biting de­ 
liberately on a match stick as he 
sat a t his desk.

other cou ntries. 
‘The conqu est of Du rango, only 
16 miles from tottering Bilbao, 
and the bombing and razing of 
Gu ernica, the “Holy City ” of the 
war-scarred 
Basqu e 
cou ntry , 
spu rred the members of parlia­ 
m ent to perfect the ev acu ation 
plan. 
Wilfred Roberts, Liberal mem­ 
ber of the Hou se of Commons 
and spokesman for the grou p, 
said he planned to confer im­ 
mediately with nav al officials on 
the means by which the British 
gov ernment wou ld assist. 
Referring to “the ghastly pos­ 
sibilities” if the air raid which 
brou ght death to 800 Spaniards 
in flaming Gu ernica shou ld be 
repeated at Bilbao, Roberts said: 
“We hope to start ev acu ation

(France) as soon as the neces­

“This depends on the fu nds 
receiv ed by the national joint 
committee for Spanish relief.

will be crowned, it is a changed 
London. 
W hat was the Mall has be­ 
come a long line of masts topped 
by heradlic lions. 
A “gateway 
of triu m ph” is raising at the foot 
of WhitehiU. 
A “may pole” is 
being bu ilt at Charing Cross. 
Stands along Hy de Park flau nt 
red, white and blu e bu nting. 
London, with gathering speed, 
is going gay . 
Parliam ent Squ are 
looks as 
thou gh a circu s were coming to 


town. 
Canv as cov ered grand­ 
stands block ev ery v iew. 
I t is costing a great deal of 
money to make stolid, stu rdy 
London to a city of festiv al. To 
“dress” fou r miles of streets in 
Westminster, for ex ample, will 
take $115,000. 
The .electric lights represent 
an estimated ten billion candle 
power. 
White and gold play a promin­ 
ent part in the decorations that 
flu tter in the April wind. 
Blu e 
and white banners, too, are be­ 
ing hu ng. 
The statu e of Charles I, at 
Charing 
Cross, is being su r­ 
rou nded by bannered masts. A 
liv ing gu ard will be placed at 
the statu é for coronation day .

Akron, O., April 29 
(JP)—'The 
first standard 
36 -hou r week 
among the nation’s m ajor in­ 
du stries was prov ided today in 
an agreement signed by Fire­ 
stone Tire and Ru bber Co. and 
the United Ru bber Workers to 
end an eight-week-old strike at 
the company ’s large Sou th Ak­ 
ron plants. 
Leaders of the pioneer com­ 
mittee for indu strial organiza­ 
tion u nion who will su bmit the 
contract to the Firestone local 
for ratification tomorrow m orn­ 
ing, claimed their first signed 
agreement with a m ajor tire 
m anu factu rer gav e them, in ef­ 
fect, sole collectiv e bargaining 
rights. 
The 
u nion 
pledged 
not to 
cau se or tolerate any sit-down 
or stay -in strikes or other stop­ 
page of work. 
Firestone, 
closely 
following 
identical action by other mem­ 
bers of the ru bb * capital’s “big 
three”—Goody eai and Goodrich 
—agreed to discot inu e financial 
and other su pport to its em­ 
ploy e representation grou p, u n­ 
der strikers’ fire at a “company 
u nion.” 
The 36 -hou r-week agreement, 
reached late y esterday after pro­ 
longed 
and 
frequ ently dead­ 
locked 
conferences, 
continu es 
the present hou r standard for 
more 
than 
10,000 
produ ction 
workers who were idle ov er de­ 
mands for recognition as sole 
bargaining agent and abolition 
of the employ e grou p. 
Also prov ided was redu ction of 
working hou rs to 24 per week for 
eight consecu tiv e weeks before 
any lay offs are made. Time and 
one-half pay starts after a 40- 
hou r week or after an eight-hou r 
day . 
“The standard work schedu le 
shall be six hou rs per day , 36 
hou rs per week,” the agreement, 
released by the company , said. 
“Ex ceptions to be made the same 
as in the past with the u nder­ 
standing that ev ery effort will 
be pu t forth to m aintain tha t 
sta nda rd.”

Under plans of the H u nter 
company the pool wou ld be con­ 
stru cted here withou t cost to the 
city or issu e of bonds against the 
city .

earnings. 
Cou ncil members and May or 
Frazee intim ated that they wou ld 
approv e the project u nder the 
plan which calls for no ou tlay of 
city fu nds or bond issu e.

capitalism,” Gordon said: 
“The most im portant thing to 
remember abou t this gov ern­ 
mental ju ggernau t is that it is 
irrev ersible. 
No 
m atter 
how 
many there are who may desire 
it rev ersed, no political leader or 
party today wou ld try to rev erse 
it.” 
Reciting v ariou s adm inistra­ 
tion policies, Gordon said these 
set u p gov ernmental machinery 
“that has been operating du ring 
the past fou r y ears to u ndermine 
and destroy the (priv ate) enter­ 
prise order. 
“It is practically complete, bu t 
a few more gadgets are being 
forged and will be fitted into 
place as soon as all constitu tion­ 
al obstacles are remov ed. . . . 
“It is engineered ou t of error, 
forged ou t of falsehood 
and 
driv en by the power of mass de­ 
lu sion mobilized by demagog- 
u ery .” 
Du ring the nex t decade, he de­ 
clared, 
the 
gov ernment 
may 
“cripple the work ing capacity of 
the people, dissipate the priv ate 
capital resou rces of the cou ntry , 
. . . grind u p the enterprise or­ 


ganization in all its v ital parts 
and replace it with a form of 
state capitalism.” 
Social forces generated by the 
adm inistration, 
he 
continu ed, 
“hav e driv en the American peo­ 
ple toward a destination that 
can only mean for them impov ­ 
erishment, 
su ffering, 
conflict, 
disillu sion and demoralization.”

“The cho ice between liberty and su p p ressio n o f 
liberty is no t o n the same p lane as a cho ice be­ 
tween things o f different v alu es, o ne o f which 
may reaso nably be p referred to ano ther — the 
first means hu m an dignity and civ ilizatio n, the 
seco nd the debasing o f men u ntil they are either 
a flo ck to be led to p astu re, o r cap tu red, trained 
animals in a cage. . . . Co ming to o u r o wn times 
I see the fu tu re that liberty p ro mises alway s a 
beaco n; I do no t see any light in the fu tu re 
p ro mised by au tho ritarianism . . . . Freedo m will 
su ccu mb, to be su re, bu t with the certainty that 
the p ro cess o f acq u iring it will hav e to begin all 
o v er again.” 
These, su rely , are stro ng and candid wo rds fo r 
a thinker who is liv ing u nder the Fascist in­

o f the to talitarian state. 
It is to the credit o f Benedetto Cro ce that, in 
his case, intellectu al integrity has no w bo wed 
befo re armed m ight o f dictato rship . So lo ng as 
su ch gems o f p hilo so p hy can sp ring fro m a Fas­ 
cist setting there will indeed be ho p e fo r the 
p ermancy o f freedo m thro u gh demo cratic insti­ 
tu tio ns.

This time the nation’s 
richest g old mine has been the* 
scene of the alleg ed thefts. 
Roland K. Goddard, U. S. se­ 
cret head at Denv er, say s u nder­ 
world g ossip has it that $2,000,000 
worth of y ellow metal has been 
stolen from the famed Home- 
stake mine here and whisked to 
a secret cache. 
Fiv e men are u nder arrest and 
the elu siv e “head man” in the 
plot, described by Goddard as a 
world-tiav cling soldier of for­ 
tu ne, is sou g ht, bu t only $6,500 
worth of stolen metal has been 
traced. 
Homestake officials deny they 
hav e lost any thing like $2,000,000. 
Bu t miners’ homes in Lead 
hav e been searched and officers 
report they hav e discov ered g old 
hidden in g old fish bowls, in cof­ 
fee cans and other receptacles, 
presu mably secreted to be sold 
“when thing s cooled off.” 
This was bu t a trickle of g old 
du st compared to the fortu ne 
which men of the u nderworld are

On May 7 the hig hway com­ 
mission will open su rface treat­ 
ment bids for 150 miles of hig h­ 
way s in Whitley , Fu lton, Kosci­ 
u sko, Hu nting ton, Wabash, Tip­ 
pecanoe, Clinton, Benton New­ 
ton, Vanderbu rg h, Warrick, Pike, 
Knox , Gibson and Posey cou n­ 
ties. 
The third set of bids will be 
opened May ll, prov iding for 
su rface treatm ent of 115 miles of 
hig hway s in Bartholomew, Shel­ 
by , Brown, Johnson, Monroe, 
Grant 
Howard and Hamilton 
cou nties. 
The su rface treatm ent pro­ 
g ram will be financed with state 
fu nds and minimu m wag e scales 
to apply arer 45 cents an hou r 
for u nskilled labor, 50 cents an 
hou r for intermediate g rade, and 
60 cents an hou r for skilled 
labor. 
It is estimated that the su r­ 
face 
treatm ent 
will 
requ ire 
nearly two million g allons of 
bitu miniou s material and ap­ 
prox imately 95,000 tons of ag ­ 
g reg ate.

Mex ico and hide, Goddard indi 
cates. From Mex ico the metal 
mig ht hav e been shipped back 
to the United States and sold as 
g old mined there. 
Goddard planted a listening 
dev ice in a rooming hou se and 
heard men plan, he say s, to steal 
the g old from the men who had 
taken it from the Homestake. 
Bu t he dou bts that as mu ch g old 
as they talked abou t cou ld hav e 
been smu g g led from the mine. 
Miners mig ht hav e carried g old 
from the mine, howev er, secret­ 
ing it in their clothing , their 
lu nch pails and by other means, 
to carry to their homes and hide. 
Becau se of the United States 
g old act, prohibiting possession 
of g old, and reg u lating its sale, 
the metal is hard to dispose of. 
This cau sed the secret serv ice 
to inv estig ate reports that the 
g old was pooled in one cache for 
shipment to Mex ico. 
Fiv e men, Goddard rev eals, 
hav e admitted they plotted to 
steal this g old. Bu t thu s far 
Goddard has been u nable 
to 
discov er the “cache.” 
Ju st how mu ch g old has dis­ 
appeared, au thorities may nev er 
know. Abou t $14 ,000,000 worth 
passes 
annu ally 
throu g h 
the 
Homestake g ates. 
The ore in the Homestake is 
low g rade, ru nning from $3 to $7 
a ton. The best opportu nity for 
the thefts occu rs when a rich 
v ein is stru ck. In the history of 
the Homestake this had hap­ 
pened seldom. Bu t occasionally a 
nu g g et is fou nd and it is compar­ 
ativ ely easy for a miner to hide 
this in his clothing . 
Nearly ev ery famed mine in 
the west has been the targ et of 
hig h g raders and mining men 
say it is impossible to stop them. 
In the old Cresson mine at 
Cripple Creek, Colo., where the 
Cresson “Vu g ” was stru ck, a bank 
v au lt door was placed a t the 
head of the u nderg rou nd cham­ 
ber and armed g u ards were post­ 
ed ov er it. 
The “v u g ” was an u nderg rou nd 
“pocket” of g old and the “poc­ 
ket” was the size of a larg e room. 
It y ielded more than $1,000,000 in 
g old. 
Miners were tempted to hide a 
nu g g et or two in their lu nch jail 
or in the cu ff of their trou sers 
as they went off du ty . So some 
mines installed a “chang e” room, 
where 
ev ery 
miner 
chang ed 
clothing as he left the property 
each day . 
One of the most sensational 
hig h g rading plots was u ncov ­ 
ered a t a Cripple Creek mine in 
the early history of that camp. 
The mine manag er, H. A. Ship­ 
man, su spected the hig h g raders 
were entering the mine throu g h 
abandoned opening s to the “Bu ll 
Pen” stope, where ore was worth 
abou t $1 a pou nd. 
, 
Shipman armed himself and a 
nu mber of tru sted employ es and 
waited one nig ht in the dark re­ 
cesses of the stope. 
They heard men entering the 
mine and soon saw lig hts. 
“Hands u p,” Shipman shou ted. 
A g u n battle rag ed for minu tes 
and the g ang was captu red. 
At one 
time hig h g raders 
maintained dishonest assay ers in 
many mining camps and throu g h 
them disposed of stolen g old in 
wholesale qu antities.

The seriou s shortage of pas­ 
tu re crops throu ghou t the state 
as a resu lt of last y ear’s drou th 
along with the high prices of all 
feed grains make it dou bly im­ 
portant that farmers shou ld plan 
for special pastu re crops for the 
coming season, according to ex ­ 
tension agronomists of Pu rdu e 
u niv ersity . The u se of su mmer 
sown,

crops will take the place of 
drou th destroy ed rotation pas­ 
tu res, and redu ce the cost of 
liv estock feeding. 
Ex periments at Pu rdu e show 
that Su dan grass is the cheap­ 
est, qu ickest growing, heav ies 
y ielding and most satisfactory 
su bstitu te crop to u se. These ex ­ 
periments are confirmed by ex ­ 
periences of general liv estock 
farmers and hosts of Indiana 
dairy men. Su dan grass, seeded 
the latter half of May will be 
ready by early Ju ly , following 
which it will fu rnish ex cellent 
grazing u ntil frost. 
Su dan grass is easy to grow 
and 
requ ires soil 
preparation 
similar to that for com. It is a
